railway atation near Thar- 
rawaddy and hacked the sta- 
tion-master to pieces. Shock- 
ing details of the murder of 
Mr. H. V. W. Fields-Clarke 
are also to hand this morn- 
ing. 

' Tharrawaddy, Jan, 15. 

A band of fifty rebels armed 
with daha (the long knives 
carried by hillmen) swooped | 
down upon the Zibyugan Rail- 
way Station just before ‘ mid- 
night, and committed another 
terrible outrage. 


Woman's Vain Appeals. 


The .gang surrounded the 
Bengali station-mnster’s quarters, 
took’ the cash and the jewellery 
that his wife vainly offered in an 
offort to save her: husband's life, 
then rificd the station safe, cut the 
telegraphs, and destroyed the 
furniture. 

Having comploted their destruc- 
tlon, they dragged the stntion- 
master on to the platform,’ and 
despite his wife's heart-rending 
appeals, hacked him to piecca with 
their knives, 

Other members of the station 
staff hid themselves until the band 
had fled.

TURKEY. 


ATTEMPT TO' ESTABLISH A 
‘ THEOCRATIC REGIME. 


COURT-MARTIAL OPENS 


Constantinople, Jan. 16. 

‘Tho authoritics state that Inquiry 
has shown that the « reactionary 
movement in Smryna last month 
was inten to overthrow the pre- 
sent democratic regime and to su- 
persede it by a theocratic one. 

The leaders of the “revolutionary 
attempt” proposed to base their 
government, if their efforts had 
proved successful, on the Sheriat 
und the Khalifate. 

The court-martial at Menomen 
has begun, with the trial of 214 per- 
sons, including shelkhs, dervishes, 
hodjas, and sixteen women charged 
with being concerned in the move- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, martial law {s still 
being strictly enforced in the 
Smyrna area. 

There are over a thousand alleg- 


ed participators fn custody follow-' 


ing the revolt at Mcnomen In which 
several persons were killed. A 
whole battalion of troops whose 
loyalty is under suspicion has been 
interned, while the officera in com- 
mand of the forces in the district 
are to be court-martiniled for their 
failure to suppress the outbreak.—

ROBBER. EXPLOITS 


IN HOUSE 


AMAZING. COOLNESS 
AND DARING. 


SLEEP ON PREMISES AND 
LEAVE IN MORNING. 


INMATES TIED UP. 


For coolness and daring, the 
exploits of three robbers who 
made m successful ‘visit to No. 
62a, Bonham Road, the home of 
a wealthy widow, staying there 
for the greater part of Wednes- 
day night and not leaving until 
daybreak the following morning, 
will go down on record as one 
of the most remarkable cases 
ever to occur in the Colony. 

Mrs. Leung Mak-sze, the owner 
and tenant of the house, was on 
a visit to Canton. In her absence, 
a man previously known to her as 
Ho Siu-chin, called and became 
friendly . with the children, the 
eldest of whom was 4 boy of 16, 
Staying for an hour on Wednesday, 
he returned later in the evening, 
obtaining entry also for two other 
men. : 
Knives and Daggers. 


All three then produced what 
appeared to be revolvers, also an 


array of knives and daggers. The, 


effect produced by the sight of 
these weapons was a8 calculated. 
The ‘three children were casily 
terrified, as also were a mui-taat 
and two women domestics. 

The victims were bound and 
gagged and dumped together in a 
room, while the robbers made @ 
search for money and valuables. 


Leisurely Work. 


‘Assured of not being interrupt- 
ed, they went about their task in 
a leisurely manner, and at mid- 
night, they prepared suppor. 

Discovering strings of Chinese 
pork sausages to the number of 
20, they fried these with rice, 
the whole forming « delectable 
dish which, on account of the 


large quantity,was but half-con-' 


sumed. Brandy was also left 


half-consumed in glasses’, 
Sleep on Premises, 


Finally, the robbers retired for 
the night, their slumber being 
uninterrupted until dawn, when 
they took their departure with 
money and jewellery amounting 
to over $400 in value. Just be- 
fore, they had discarded «thelr 
cheap Chinese suits of blue 
cotton, decking themselves out in 
the best European attire they 
could find in the house. 


Quiet Departure. 


So quietly did they leave that 
the victims were not aware of the 
fact, until an hour afterwards. 

Police Headquarters were in- 
formed of the affair at 9.20 o.m. 
when Leung: Kwok-chu, the 16- 
year-old of the widow, made 
a report at the Station. Two toy 
pistols and a number of knives 
and daggers discarded by the 
robbers were handed over to the 
police. :

~ REVELATIONS. 


TURKEY FLOODING FAR 
EAST AND AMERICA. 


PARISIANS SAID TO HEAD 
BIG ORGANISATION. 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. 


Startling revelationa of the 
huge scale on which the illicit 
drug traffic is organised are con- 
ta‘ned in official reports from 
New York and Cairo, suggesting 
that two Frenchmen are at the 
head of the ring engaged in the 
nefarious trade and that Turkey 
is the main source of supply. 

It may be recalled that the 
huge seizurcs made In Hongkong, 
Shanghai and New York in the 
past few months are all-said to 
have had ‘thelr origin in Conatan- 
tinople. The sclzures ‘have largely 
been effected in consequence of the 
detective work of agents of the 
League of Nations.

“white” drugs to Egypt from 
Europe has greatly diminiehe., 
enormous quantitics of heroin, 
cocaine and hashish are being cent 
out from Constantinople.

In brief, 
the former Act dediented the whole 
of the fund. alrendy paid and to be 
paid, to educationnt and other pur- 
poses, while, under the new Bill, the 
fund will be anent in placing orders 
far rallwav materiotnin British work- 
shopr, only one-half of future annual 
payments to be retained for education, 


The atratacem or make-believe les 
{n the two words !n the orlginnl Act, 
“and other” for it mny bo eanid that 
they cover any expenditure whatever, 
For example, they would allow of the 
purcharo of a flect of ships, or a 
quantity of sealing-wax, or some éab. 
bages, or a Ine of kings. The Inte 
Archbishon of Canterbury put hla 
finger on the-apot when he sald that 
his only reason for allowing the two 
words “nnd other" to atand was that 
he wns “antisfied that the Government 
docs intend that the — reference to 
education ghall have fall emphasis, 
and that the words “educational or 
other ptirposes"™ shall not be taken 
ag menning that the money muy ‘be 
used for any purpose on enrth that 
the Secretary of State for the moment 
may think desirable, “To nm. quite 
certain” he concluded, “that what we 
want is educational progress, In the 
large senre of the word and that 
the masa nf the money which we are 
riving back aeain to China shall be 
need by the Chinese Committee for 
that purpose,” 

The framers of the present Act 
were emphatic that the words "and 
ather purposes” meant other similar 
or other cultural purposes. M{r. Pon- 


4 sonby, now Lord Ponsanby, sald that 


what the Government had in view 
was Inrgely educational and cultural 
purposes, and that the whole gesture 
would be desecrated if there was any 
tlelre on our part to make a profit 
out of it. On the other side, Mr. Me. 
Neill, now Lord Cushendun, said that 
the words meant something in the 
nature of educational = puposes. and 
that it would be disastrous, if we 
utilized the Bill a8 a2 menns of ex. 
commercial or other 
profit for this country. :

| At tho end of May, 1928. the de- 
‘fondanta gnve ,the plaintiff’ threo 
{ montha notico to terminate this agrec- 
I meus but at the end of Junc—thoy 
‘dismissed the plaintiff. The plaintif 


claimed hin salary for the remaining 


| two montha, 

The defendants alleged . that the 
plaintiff did not keep n sufficient staff, 
{and since the end of 1927 habitually 
j neglected his dvties. They found a 
new compradore in May, 1928, 80 ot 
{the end of that month they gavo the 
| plasnuitr three months notiec and at 
tthe end of June they dlamissed the 
| plaintiff, because the new compradare 
‘came and the*new compradore had

THE DOLLAR CRISIS. 


It is distinctly refreshing to have 
such outspoken views on the silver 
crisis as those which were given 
to.the Telegraph by 4 local banking 
authority. yesterday. They ‘show, 
nat any rate, that not all bankers 
are wedded to the fatalistic policy 
of Hongkong “waiting for China.” 
This, a3 we have often had occasion 
to remark, represents a timorous 
frame of mind in the face of on 
extremely critical situation which 
it is hard to understand. To await 
China's pleasure in. this matter 
may be to court disaster, since in 
the absence of any relatively early 
netion by our near neighbour, this 
Colony may be brought to a crisis 
of unprecedented magnitude and, 
seriousness. The authority inter- 
viewed yesterday came out boldly 
for the adoption by Hongkong of a 
gold basis, - irrespective of what 
China may deem fit to do, atthough 
gt the anme time conceding that it 
would be in China’s own interests 
to follow a like policy. This is in 
line with a considerable bulk of 
public opinion, which has taken due 
account, of the ill-cffects to Hong- 
kong of a currency-based on Buch 
n despised commodity as silver. 

Some year or 80 ago, when the 
controversy was being © keenly 
waged, it was suggested in some 
quartera that’ Hongkong would 
suffer severely by severing com- 
pany with China on this currency 
question, but the situation which 
has since developed by continued 
adherence to silver hans at any rate 
shown that keeping in line with 
China is no guarantee of salvation 
or of prosperity. Tho uncertainty 
of exchange has, without tho least 
shadow of doubt, been instrumental 
in killing trade, and we have not 
even enjoyed the predicted boom 
in export business ag o result of 
the low-value dollar, How a 
stabilised. .dollar could possibly 
prove as harmful to commerce as 
the existing confusion wo cannot 
seo... Surely it would be something 
gained if wo introduced ono stable 
factor into a situation chicfly note- 
worthy ‘for its uncertainfy. Many 
other ‘British Colonies with largo 
hinterland trade connextons are to- 
day uging British currency, and 
wo havo not the least doubt that if 
Hongkong were to.“go gold” trado 


would readily adjust itself to the 


‘position. Our geographical situa. 
tion, the services which the Colony 
can render, and the security ensur- 
ed by. British rulo oro factors 
which must oxpreas themselves In 
terms of trade. These points were 


a 


advanced very many years ago when 
Hongkong was in o similar but Icas 
serious crisis than at presént, and 
we have never seen them ndequately 
answerdd.. Once the cournge to act 
became evident, ways and means of 
making the change should, present 
no insuperable difMculties, Apart 
from the benefit to commerce which 
a stable currency would prove, 
the problem of the Colony’a 
finances would be automaticully 
solved. It is this latter factor 
which will soon call for serious re- 
flection. The Jower the dollar 
falls, the more acute, does this pro- 


, blem become,.so much s0 that if 


the decline continucs we must In- 
evitably: reach a point when tho 
limits of taxation will be reached 
and the Government become for all 
intenta and purposes bankrupt. 

With these conniderations in 
mind, it passes comprehension why 
the Government docs not make 
some serious effort to explore the 
possibilities of a stabilised dollar. 
-Long ago, if the authorities had 
any doubts on the fensibility of 
stabilisation, but were they pos- 
sessed of a reasonable measure of 
forosight, an independent expert 
could have been secured to advise 
on the matter. But*the Govern- 
ment chose other methods, appoint. 
ing a local Commission which, from 
the very first, created an impression 
hat its mpmibers were unlikely to 
recommend any change. Whatever 
the opponents of stabilisation may 
say, it is clear that this Colony 
cannot for ever be content to jog 
along and permit events take their 
own course, A policy of inaction 
in face of the seriousness of 
the position Is utterly Indefen- 
sible: it is, in short, courting 
disaster. 


U. S. Politics, 


Governor Ritchie's hint that can- 
cellation of war debts will pro- 
bably form an important plank in 
the Democratic presidential _cam- 
paign platform js interesting, with- 
out deserving to be taken too 
seriously. Its interest lies in the 
fact that willingness to employ the 
proposal at all, for whatever pur- 
pose, demonstrates a growing 
volume of opinion in fayour of a 
re-opening of the issue. Its pur- 
pose, we dare suggest, hos not a 
lttle to do with the frigidity with 
which the Whfte House: received 
Mr. Wiggin’s suggestion, no wea- 
pon being too cumbersome for. the 
Democrats to employ aguinst the 
President at this particular mo- 
ment. Not since the closing days 
of President Wilson‘s term of office 
at the White House has Washington 
avitneased a situation such as exists 
to-day between the President and 
the Senate. Controlled by De- 
mocrats and insurgent Republicans, 
the Senate hns adopted a fiercely 
antagonist attitude, the final breach 
coming os 1 sequel to the famous 
“politics «ut of human misery” 
manifesto, which failed to find a 
single. Republican defender when it 
became the subject of angry debate, 
Far from that, one of the Re- 
publican floor leaders congratulated 
Senator Robinson (Democrat) on 
the modcration shown in his speech 
of censure on the President! On 
its part, the Whito House, aroused 
by the vehemence of the Democrat 
attack in the Senate and even more 
by the disinclination of the Repub- 
licans to defend their President, 
has Jet it bo known that there will 
bo more of such “fighting pronoun- 
cements” if ‘the Senate refuses to 
cooperate. President Hoover's as. 
sombly -round him of a “super- 
board’ of ecnmpaign strategists” 
gives a pointer to the real issue, 
the. Presidential compaign of 1932,

PSYCHOLOGY OF 


BOY. 


‘STAGES. OF DEVELOPMENT. 
(By P. FENNELLY, LL.D.). 


N tho. development of a boy tho’ 


first stage, that is during the 

carlicst period of his life, his at- 
tention ia entirely absorbed by his 
own bodily feelings. At such an 
age the external world hardly ex- 
ista. Tho object of the carliest in- 
terest in life for a child Is itaclf. 

The second stage {3 reached when 
the attention gradually turns out- 
wards and the objects then of most 
profound interest. are the mother 
and the father, The relation of tho 


d| boy and the mother is a natural one 


and the child seems. to understand 
it nnd desire it, but what he cannot 
understand is the postion of the 
father in the family. The father 
acems to be an {nterloper, and it 
is not until Inter that the boy is 
willing to grant him recognition as 
an integral part of the circle. The 
mother is always tho object of tend. 
er regard, but there are only feel- 
ings of jenlousy and hostility for 
the father, and the danger hero {8 
that the tendencies towards the mo- 
ther may be: over-stimulated by 
sentimental indulgence. . 
- The Third Stage. 
Tho third and Inter stage in the 
development of the child should bo 
manifested in the interest it ¢x- 
pressea In membera of its own sex 
outside the family circle, and this 
is often interfered with by the 
claims of the mother on the boy. 
This 4s the period when tho ego 
ateks to fix the sex attitude and 
to make it definitely. male, and is 
the first step of tho child to break 
away from the home relation, At 
this age little boys desire and should 
be permitted to play with little boys 
for oa period of years, ignoring pco- 
ple of the opposite ‘sex, as from day 
to day ‘they consolidate the parti- 
cular sex expreasion which was 
manifested at birth. This period 


is known as the “gnng age,” when, 


a boy by association with other 
boys, secks to lay the foundation of 
a male mind in a male body. If 
this “gang age” period is denied and 
the child held too closely to the 
mother, the result will be the deve- 
lopment of a female mind In a male 
body, os the boy will adopt his 
outlook on life ‘from-the woman. 
The Fourth Stage, 

The fourth stage of development 
is reached at puberty. In the nor- 
mal case, this period completes 
emancipation from family attach- 
ments and is directed towards mem- 
bera of the opposite six outaide of 
the family, and-usually ends in the 
choice of a mate. 

Adulthood Revenls Defects. . 

These stages in the child life may 
be attended with varying degrees of 
failure, and such failure may not 
become clearly apparent until the 
demands of adulthood reveal the 
defect. If during the perind of 
childhood the boy's atthchment be- 
comes fixed on the mother, the aims 
of adult life may in Inter years pro- 
voke a conflict which . produces a 
moro or leas mentel disorganisation, 
Psycho-neurotic fllnerses never 0c- 
cur with a perfectly no

HOME OFFICE AND 
AN INQUIRY. 


Mr. Day asked the Home 
Secretary ‘recently whether, in 
view of the present condition of 
the Inw on the subject of sweep- 
stakers, lotteries, and raffles, he 
would consider the appointment of 
a committee for the purpose of 
recommending legisintion with ao 
view to clarifying the position. 

Mr, Clynes—Under the exiating 
Inw, public lotteries of whatever 
form ‘and whether promoted in this 
country or not are Silegal in this 
country, and while that is the case, 
the nuthorities have no alternative 
but to carry out the Inw. 

Under the Customs Acts, ad- 
vertisements or notices of lotterics 
are contrnband, and upon importa- 
tion, by whatever ’'menns, can be 
dealt with accordingly. The send- 
ing of lottery tickets or advertise- 
ments through the post is niso pro- 
hibited, and lettera suspected of 
containing correspondence relating 
to lotteries may be opened. The 
Statute provides heavy penaltics 
for breaches of: the law. 

If I were satisfied of the 
existence of any general .demand 
that I should look into the question 
of setting up a committee to con- 
sider, a8 a practical question, the 
conditions and safeguards © which 
would be necessary and appropriate 
if lotteries were to be permitted as 
na method of raising money for ap- 
proved public purposes, I should be 
prepared to consider what would 
be the best method of giving effect 
to euch a ‘demand.

RETROCESSION. HOPE. 


! Tientain, Jan. 16. 

Declaring that the National Gov- 
ernment [s determined: to effect_the 
retrocession of -at Jeast ten Con- 
ceasions and Settlements in 19381,, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Mr. 
C. T. Wang, is credited with saying 
that he will concentrate his atten- 
tion this year on the abolition of 
extrality which he hopes to accom- 
plish unconditionally. 


It is considered most significant 
that Mr. Wang atated§ that the’ 
abolition of extrality would be an 
accomplished fact before the Na- 
tionn! Assembly is opened in May 
this year. 


The Nanking Minister has made 
an appointment to interview the 
United States and Dutch Ministers 
at Peking on Saturday, when he 
intends to open negotiations with 
them on the abolition of extrality. 

Peking messages state that the 
consensus of opinion in the Lega- 
tions is that the Powers may con- 
sent to the gradual relinquishment 
of extrality privileges.

There were 
certain small tobacconiats who wera 
popularly called “cut-price” tobac- 
conists., Their object .was the 
tiking of business. from other re~ 
taijers, and they sold nt 64d. for 10 
clyarettes Instend of Gd. and 10d, 
for 20 Instend of 18. | 


To protect retallers who 
selling at authorised prices, tho 
plaintiffs had a black list, under 
which these cut-tobacconists were 
not supplied.

peet of 200,000 cignrettes which 
were stolen by a boy at the’ time In 
plaintiff's employment, and which 
were nequired bythe tivo defen- 
danta. ;

LECTURE GIVEN BY DR. P. 
FENNELLY LAST NIGHT. 


_ Ina vory aimple and understand- 
able way, Dr. P. Fennelly, who gavo 
the fifth of a series of discourses 
on.practical psychology, at tho’ City 
Hall last night, explained why some 
people .were {ll whilo othera were 
well. : 


‘At the outsct Dr. Fennclly point- 


Jed out that he was casting no re- 


flection on the medical profession, 
which ho described o8 an upright 
and necessary profession. He sald 
that medicine had ceased to mean 
what it had meant in former yeara. 
No medicine cured: the cure had 
to be done by the Individual. 


The speaker elnborated on the 
many astonishing events of the 
prat, when almost incurable diseases 
were healed. He apoke of the many 
people who have been possessed 
with the amazing capacity of heal- 
ing Invalided persons, and asked If 
we were going to say that the 
health of the nation waa better to- 
day than it was 60 yenra.ago, or 
that {it was stronger than it was 
half a century ago. It was time, 
anid the apenker, to enquire Into the 
aituation and say whether medicine 
had justified itself und added Yo the 
strength of humanity. 


Referring to certain dineases and 
nflictions, Dr. Fennelly claimed 
that there was no such thing .ns 
heart disease, He denounced the 
theory thal the heart had to con- 
form to 4 certain standard, and 
pointed out that our hearts func- 
tlon in canformity to our other 
organs. A man never suffertd 
from heart discase until some 
physician told him that he did. 
Druga und medicine, he said, had 
now been relegated to the days of 
the past. ee 

The apenker attributed the 
maladies of the present day to the 
desire of tha patient to dominate 
the houschold or his friends, and 
‘he gave examples of neople thus af- 
flicted being cured by being reveal- 
ed to themselves. During the War 


_\cortain of the men at the front de- 


veloped ailments so as to be deliver- 
ed from an intolerable situation 
without being humillated, and 
directly these men, fortunately few 
in number, left the front linés, they 
were cured. 

Dr. Fennelly will lecture to-night 
on “Conquering feara and worry— 
mun'a greatest encmies.” :

Suggested ‘Conference. 


For several months there hae 
been wide discussion of the silver 
situation. There have been  pro- 
posals for an_ international ailver 
conference. Senator Key Pittman, 
Democrat of Nevada, a great silver 
producing state, headed a Senate 
commerce committee sub-committee 
which last summer and autumn in- 
vestigated the decline {in Sino- 
American trade and its relation to 
depressed silver valucs. 

There have been reporta that 
Canada wishes to Iend China money 
for China to spend on Canadian 
whent, but publicly China, as far 
as ia known, has not appronched 
any government or banking syndi- 
cate for a loan. Thus, all discus- 
sions of recent days nre but efforts 
to create ‘general interest In. the 
silver situation. , 


Too Much. Silver Already. 


In many quarters it is pointed 
out that China {fs not suffering 
from any lack of silver and that to 
accumulate further white metal 
stocks in Chinn might serve ‘only 
to further depress silver valucs. 
The International Silver Commis- 
sion has approved of proposals to 
lend 200,000,000 ounces of silver to 
China but investigation indicates 
that the proposals come from allver 
producers who desire to dispose of 
their product at higher prices and 
not from the Chinese government.

months ago. Mr. T. V. Soong. 
Firiance Minister of the Chinese 
government at Nanking, flatly deni- 
ed reports that China was secking 
Joann abroad. : 


“Grant” Denied. 


In connexion with the sessions of 
the International Silver Commis- 
sion in Salt Lake City and reports 
chat it had “granted” n loan to 
China, it is declared in authoritive 
quarters that the commission can 
do no more than approve and urge 
immediate ‘action on various un- 
official proposals that silver be lonn- 
ed to China as part of a plan to 
depressed silver values. 


Proposaly Still Nebulous. 


American financiers show mark- 
ed unwillingness to commit theni- 
selves on the subject of the 
proposed one thousand | million 
dollar loun to China. 
place, as they pointed out to 
Reuter, the proposals are still 
somewhat nebulous and it is not 
entirely clear to them to whom or 
by whom the loan would be made. 

In any case, it Js said that a 
publicly offered loan would 
obviously be out of the question: 
therefore an international govern- 
mental credit appears to be the 
only solution. Until the proposals 
become definitive no one ean hon- 
estly say what succes would be 
Ukely.

VILLAGE OF THE 
BLIND. 


A MYSTERIOUS AFFLICTION. 


Berlin, Dec. 2. 
Mr. H. G, Wells's famous tale of 
the Valley of the Blind has «e- 
ceived remarkable confirmation by 
the discovery that in tho village of 
Tiltepec, over four thousand fect 
nbove sea level, in the Mexican 
State of Oaxaca, all the Inhabitants 
were blind from at Jenst one year 
after birth. The villaze contained 
more than forty households. 
That the general blindness has 
now been ‘alleviated is rincipally 
duc to the researches of a German 
doctor, Max Welhmonn. This 
village of the- blind had been the 
object of several scientific inqui- 
ries since it was first recorded in 
rt upon the curious 
inhabitants was

ing for half'n day only. 

The researches of the German 
doctor, however, led to the dis- 
covory of several other villages in 
the district in which blindness was 
alzo prevalent, and to the supposi- 
tion that it was connected in some 
way with ‘an infection catried by & 
midge. ‘Upon examination of the 
sufferers they were found in al- 
most every case to havo large 
bumps or wens on their heads, in 
which the midge Jaid its eggs. 

“The correctness of Dr. Weih- 
mann's supposition was borne out 
when the surgical removal of these 
bumps bestowed sight on the suf- 
ferers, sometimes after many years 
of blindness and within the space 
of nfow days. The corriers of the 
infection having been found, the 
next question was where did’ the 
midges pick’ it up. It ds supposed 
that the bata which hang in great 


quantities upon.the beams. of the 


village houses are the offenders.
